witness called by the s He is
27 vears old and althouzh he be-
come a member of the firm in 1804,
he took no part In the affairs of the
bank until Jan. 20, 190%, when lhis
cousin, Charles P. Kna| the de-
fendant, made arrangements with
him to be at the bank while the tel-

ler was awary, meet the istOmers,
take care of the overdrafts and oth-
erwise look after the aftuirs of the
compuny. On one occasion. he testi-
fied, Mr. Howell, the cashier, called
him over to the bank and asked him
to go out and get some mouey, as
there wasn't enough currency to

carry them along. This was object-
ed to and ordered stricken

The witness said he went out and
got $200 to $500, which he deposited
to the credit of those from whom he
obtained It. He testified that when
he took Charles P. Knapp's working
place as eclerk in the bank he found
only $1.500 to §3,000 cash on hand.
The notes the Outing eompany tried
to sell the company were overdrawn,
in some cascs-thousands of dollars.
